Post Office. Luckily she wasn't 
on vacation. 


In any event, there was hard- 


ly time left for breathing, which

lady was breathing so hard. We 
breathed a little hard ourselves 
when she showed us the form 
the IRS wanted her to fill out, 
document and swear to at the 
risk of prosecution for perjury.

suspicion the Government views 
anyone's compassion toward the 
old and sick.

Arkansas Supreme Court held 
today that a transfer of pro- 
perty should not be voided be- 
cause wording of the deed was 
technically incorrect. 


The ruling reversed a Wash- 


ington Chancery Court holding 
in a suit between grandchildren 
of J. H. and Ella Fletcher. 


The property involved is in 


Springdale and it was bought by 
Mrs. Fletcher from Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Beavers. 


A clause in the deed staet 


that on Mrs. Fletcher's death 
the property should revert to" 
J. H. Fletcher or his heirs. 


J. H. Fletcher died in 1931 and 


Mrs. Fletcher died in 1962, leav- 
ing all her property to two 
grandchildren, Mildred Clarkson 
and John Lynn Fletcher. 


Ula Osborne and John Mullins, 


grandchildren of Fletcher by a- 
nother marriage, sued to get 
possession of the Springdale pro- 
perty under the reversion clause 
in the will. 


The chancery court held that 


the reversion clause was invalid 
since Fletcher had never owned 
the land before the deed was 
written and technically the land 
could not revert back to him. 


The Supreme Court said that 


the person drawing the deed 
clearly Intended for the land to 
go to Fletcher or his heirs at 
Mrs. Fletcher's death or there 
would have been no reason for 
the reversion paragraph. 


The Supreme Court affirmed 


Faulkner Chancery Court in a 
land dispute between Mr. and 
Mrs. James DiSalvo and Mr 
and Mrs. Walter Williams. 


The DiSalyos bought land next 


to the Williams property and 
learned from a survey that 
their property line extended 10 
feet onto property claimed by 
the Williamses. 


The Supreme Court said that

The Arkansas 
Plan Is 
Paying Off

The real impact of Arkansas' 
ndustrialization program has 
come in the last eight years. 


This is when: 
"Industry" became a word to 
e spoken with reverence. 
The program was glamorized 
y t h e Arkansas 
Industrial 


Development Commission a n d 
dramatized by an addition of 
jobs each year. 


The program began paying off 


in increasing state revenues be- 
cause of an improved economic 
situation. 


But Arkansas' industrial pro- 


gram was almost a teen-ager in 
1955 when the AIDC was creat- 
ed at the urging of individuals 
and groups which had been 12 
years organizing "The Arkansas 
Plan" for economic develop- 
ment. 


The Arkansas Plan was born 


in March, 1943, at a meeting of 
32 business leaders. Out of this 
came the Arkansas Economic 
Council which assigned to itself 
in the potential of industrial 
development, of selling the out- 
iide world on Arkansas and of 
convincing Arkansas communi- 
ties that they must 
Work to 


build their own futures through 
industrialization. 


For two years the emphasis 


was on planning. Word War II 
was reaching a cimax and the 
energies of state and nation 
were devoted then to winning 
the war. 


The Arkansas Plan however, 


implemented a 
post-war pro- 


gram envied by many states. 


Even before the war ended, 


backers of The Arkansas Plan 
went before the 1945 Legislature 
and plugged for creation of a 
state agency to co-ordinate in- 
mains were found Sunday in 
the wreckage of his Massachu- 
setts Air National Guard plane 
13 miles west of Stony Creek.

The television-toting Ranger VI 
mooncraft should have its faul- 
ty electronic parts replaced and 
be ready for shipment to Cape 
Canaveral, Fla., by mid-Decem- 
ber. 


Even then, the boss of the 


trouble - plagued project to 
crash-land 
cameras 
on 
the 


moon gives Ranger VI only one 
chance in four of complete suc- 
cess. 


And the U.S. space agency is 


paying $5 to $6 each for diodes 
in the follow-on Surveyor moon 
craft instead of the '35 cents 
paid for the bad diodes now be- 
ing removed. 


This came to light Thursday 


in Associated Press interviews 
witli the managers of the two1 
programs to scout the moon for 
manned exploration. 


Harris 
Schurmeier, 
Ranger 


boss at the U.S. space agency's 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory, said 
lie expects replacement diodes 
to arrive next week and that if 
nothing else goes wrong Ranger 
VI should be launched in the 
first quarter of 1964. 


Diodes are 
tiny 
electronic 


parts which do the work of ra- 
dio tubes in spacecraft control 
systems. Some diodes in the 
spacecraft, 
originally 
sched- 


uled to be launched last month, 
were found to be faulty and the 
shot was postponed.
